Queen's cap- 
lured the Eastern Football Champion- 
on Saturday nt Toronto. Although 
the ground was covered with snow, 
Queen's displayed stellar football, fol- 
lowed closely by Argos, who put up a 
great fight in this battle of Trojans. For 
the first time in two years Argos met 
defeat on Saturday, at the hands of the 
Queen's eleven wliu carried the tri-colour 
to victory in the final of the Eastern 
Rugby chanipiimsliip by a score of 12 to 
II. The game wa.s strenuously contest- 
>:d from the first whistle to the last, and 
the titanic struggle between the two ag- 
«rcgatioiis of athletes brought their sup- 
lioriors to liicir feet in wild dcmonslra- 
linns. The issue was not decided to the 
hi.^t minute of the game, but the speed 
of the Queen's men and their fine tack- 
ling won them the laurels of the strug- 
Sle. 

Not since that classic struggle of 1914 
lictwecn McGill and Varsity, has such a 
KTuelling game been seen in Toronto. 
I'oint for point the teams fought each 
other cvcr>- second of the hour of play, 
livery otnice of strength, every strategy 
was thrown into the :.lru(;Klc by both 
teams, in this mighty «ndeavour to snatch 
the paint of victory. 

About 17,500 people witnessed thië 
game, the l.Tr;.<est crowd to have witness- 
ed a rugby same. TIiv st.mding room 
îioronnnodalion .started as c:irly as cigh" 
ùlori;, aii'l before noon a large crowd 
had Ijcsicgcd the Stadium.

The commander of the vanguard, 
making an attack, succeeded in captur- 
ing a machine gnu, but soon found 
himscli in a position which necessitat- 
ed the captain of the mainguard or- 
dering his men to fire. 

As hlank cartridges were used bj' 
the men throughout the inanocnvrcs, 
the citizens of Westmomil were at no 
time, in re.ilily. inidcr any great dan- 
ger of losing their lives or of having 
any of their buildings, public or pri- 
vate, demolished by the fire of the 
McGill C.O.T.C. 

Though the inerciiry stood rather 
low in the thermometer, the day was 
inuisnally clear, beiug ideally suited for 
the work undertïficn. 

The men t«rned out in practically 
full force, and aside from gitining much 
valuable information and practical c.s- 
periciue in methods of attack, gave 
evidence on the homeward march that 
they had spent a vei-y enjoyable after- 
noon .

Mr. Blanchard, -.lock control superin- 
tendent, gave a very interesting talk 
on the inannfaeiiire of ground wood 
and suliiliite |)ulps. aided by some very 
illustrative charts which he had pre- 
pared .

ICaeh group wa> led by a guide who 
eondiicted them through the wood 
room, grouiidwood and sulphite mills 
and very ably explained the various 
processes and machinery involved in 
each . 

A menu surpassing even that of the 
Ritz-Carlloii was presented to the 
ravenous members of the party at 
lunch time, .After this bountiful re- 
past everybody again g.ithcrcd in the 
Community Hall, where Mr. Van De 
Carr e.xplained in a very, interesting 
manner the process of making the pre- 
pared pulp into newsprint. Charts 
showing the path followed by the stock 
were given out as well as blue-prints 
of the details oi the Foiirdriiiicr paper 
machine. Individual samples of the 
wire ii>ed on this machine were dis- 
tributed. 

.As in the morning the groups re- 
sinned iheir tour under tbe charge of 
their rompeleiil guides, who conduct- 
ed them through the mixing room, 
paper machine room and fini.shhig 
room.. The electric steam generators 
were also visited which were a revela- 
tion in seieinifie achievement.
